PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  grateful  pirea«*ie. 
to  Almighty  God,  the  Sovereign  Kuler  of  Nations,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  American  Union,  and  the  existence  of 
our  civil,  political  and  religions  liberties,  and  acknowledg- 
ing our  dependence  npon  Him,  for  the  continuance  of  those 
blessings  to  us  and  our  posterity,  do,  for  the  more  certain 
security  thereof,  and  for  tlie  better  government  of  this  State, 
ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I. 

DECLAEATION    OF    KIGHTS. 

That  the  great,  general  and  essential  principles  of  liberty 
and  free  government,  may  be  recognized  and  established, 
and  that  the  relations  of  this  State  to  the  Union  and  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and  those  of  the  people  of  this 
State  to  the  rest  of  the  American  people,  may  be  defined 
and  affirmed,  we  do  declare  : 

Section  1.  That  v/e  hold  it  to  be  self-evident  that  all  men  ihe  equaMty  and 
»re  created  equal ;  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  ""'^'««^°'*^°-

with  certain  unalienable  rights  ;  that  among  these  are  life, 
liberty,  the  enjoyment  of  the  fruits  of  their  own  labor,  and 
the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  political  power  is  vested  in,  and  derived 
from,  the  people  ;  all  government  of  right  originates  from 
the  people,  is  founded  upon  their  will  only,  and  is  instituted 
solely  for  the  good  of  the  whole. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  people  of  this  State  have  the  inlierent, 
sole,  and  exclusive  right  of  regulating  the  internal  govern- 
ment and  police  thereof,  and  of  altering  and  abolishing 
their  Constitution  and  form  of  government,  whenever  it 
may  be  necessary  to  their  safety  and  happiness  ;  but  every 
such  right  should  be  exercised  in  pursuance  of  law,  and 
consistentl}^  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4,  That  this  State  shall  ever  remain  a  member  of 
the  American  Union  ;  that  the  people  thereof  are  part  of 
the  American  nation  ;  that  there  is  no  right  on  the  part  of 
the  State  to  secede,  and  that  all  attempts  from  whatever 
source  or  upon  whatever  pretext,  to  dissolve  said  Union,  or 
to  sever  said  nation,  ought  to  be  resisted  with  the  whole 
power  of  the  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  every  citizen  of  this  State  owes  paramount 
allegiance  to  the  Constitution  and  Government  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  no  laAV  or  ordinance  of  the  State  in 
contravention  or  subversion  thereof,  can  have  any  binding 
force. 

Sec  6.  To  maintain  the  honor  and  good  faith  of  the 
State  untarnished,  the  public  debt,  regularly  contracted 
before  and  since  the  rebellion,  shall  be  regarded  as  inviola- 
ble and  never  be  questioned ;  but  the  State  shall  never 
assume  or  pay,  or  authorize  the  collection  of,  any  debt  or 
obligation,  express  or  implied,  incurred  in  aid  of  insur- 
rection or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim 
for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave. 

Sec  7.  JNo  man  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive  or 
separate  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community  but 
in  consideration  of  public  services. 
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Sec.  8.  The  Legislative,  Executive,  and  Supreme  judicial  |^|c^|^|^*^^|'jn. 
powers  of  the  government  ought  to  be  forever  separate  and  d^^i  powers  dis- 
distinct  from  eacli  other. 

Sec.  9.  All  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  execution  of  fee  po\\-er^of  sus- 
of  laws,  by  any  authority,  without  the  consent  of  the  Eepre- 
sentatives  of  the  people,  is  injurious  to  their  rights,  and 
^ouglit  not  to  be  exercised. 

Sec  10.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free.  Eiect-ions  free. 

Sec  11.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  every  man  has  the  J^^'^^^g*"^^  p^"°*'=" 
right  to  be  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him  and  to 
confront  the  accusers  and  witnesses  with  other  testimony, 
and  to  have  counsel  for  his  defence,  and  not  be  compelled 
to  give  evidence  against  himself,  or  to  pay  costs,  jail  fees, 
or  necessary  witness  fees  of  the  defence,  unless  found 
guilty. 

Sec  12.  No  person  shall  be  put  to  answer  any  criminal  Answers  tocrimi-

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  any  crime  but  Eight  of  jury.

in   open   court.     The  Legislature  may,  liowever,  provide 
other  means  of  trial  lor  petty  misdemeanors,  with  the  right 
of  appeal.

son or  persons  not  named,  whose  offence  is  not  particularly 
described  and  supported  by  evidence,  are  dangerous  to  lib- 
erty and  ought  not  be  to  granted.

Sec.  is.  Every  person  restrained  of  his  liberty  is  entitled 
to  a  remedy  to  enquire  into  the  lawfulness  thereof,  and  to 
remove  the  same,  if  unlawful  ;  and  such  remedy  ought  not 
to  be  denied  or  delayed. 

Sec.  19.  In  all  controversies  at  law  respecting  property, 
the  ancient  mode  of  trial  by  jury  is  one  of  the  best  securi- 
ties of  the  rights  of  the  people,  and  ought  to  remain  sacred 
and  inviolable. 

Sec.  20.  The  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  great  bul- 
warks of  liberty,  and  therefore  ought  never  to  be  restrained,, 
but  every  indvidual  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  abuse 
of  the  same. 

Sec  21.  The  privileges  of  the  writ  of  habeas  cor^yus  shall 
not  be  suspended. 

Sec  22.  As  political  rights  and  privileges  are  not  depen- 
dent upon,  or  modified  by  property,  therefore  no  pK)perty 
qualiiication  ought  to  affect  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office. 

Sec  23.  The  people  of  this  State  ought  not  to  be  taxed, 
or  made  subject  to  the  payment  of  any  impost  or  duty, 
without  the  consent  of  themselves,  or  their  representatives 
in  General  Assembly,  freely  given. 

Sec.  24,  A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the 
security  of  a  free  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and 
bear  arms  shall  not  be  infringed  ;  and,  as  standing  armies, 
in  time  of  peace,  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  they  ought  not 
to  be  kept  up,  and  the  military  should  be  kept  under  strict 
subordination  to,  and  governed  by,  the  civil  power. 

Sec  25.  The  people  have  a  right  to  assemble  together  to 
consult  for  their  common  good,  to  instruct  their  repre- 
sentatives, and  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  redress  of 
grievances.  • 

Sec  26.  All  men  have  a  natural  and  unalienable  right  to 
worship  Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
own  consciences,  and  no  human  authority  should,  in  any 
case  whatever,  control  or  interfere  with  tlie  rights  of  con- 
science.

clared criminal,  are  oppressive,  unjust  and  incompatible 
with  liberty,  wherefore  no  ex  2>ost  facto  law  ought  to  be 
made.  No  law  taxing  retrospectively  sales,  purchases,  or 
other  acts  previously  done,  ought  to  be  passed. 

Sec.  33.  Slavery  and  involuntary  servitude,  otherwise  slavery  prohibited, 
than  for  crime  whereof  the  parties  shall  have  l)ecn  duly 
convicted,   shall   be,    and    are    hereby   forever   prohibited 
ydthin  this  State. 

Sec.  34.  The  limits  and  ])onndaries  of  the  State  sliall  be  state  bonudaries. 
and  remain  as  they  now  are. 

Sec.  35.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person  for  courts  shall  be 
an  injury  done  him   in  his  lands,  goods,  person  or  reputa- °''*^'" '■*^" 
tion,  shall  have  remedy  by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and 
justice  administered  without  sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

Sec  36.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  soidiera  in  time  of 
in  any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  '^*"*^^' 
time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  law.

Sec.  11.  In  the  election  of  all  officers,  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  be  conferred  upon  the  General  Assembly  by  the 
Constitution,  the  vote  shall  be  viva  voce. 

Sec  12.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  pass 
general  laws  regulating  divorce  and  alimony,  but  shall  not 
have  power  to  grant  a  divorce  or  secure  alimony  in  any 
individual  case. 

Sec.  13.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  have  power  to 
pass  any  private  law  to  alter  the  name  of  any  person,  or  to 
legitimate  any  person  not  born  in  lawful  wedlock,  or  to 
restore  to  the  rights  of  citizenship  any  person  convicted  of 
an  infamous  crime,  but  shall  have  power  to  pass  general 
laws  regulating  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any  private 
law,  unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  thirty  days' 
notice  of  application  to  pass  such  lav/  shall  have  been  given, 
under  such  direction,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Sec  15.  If  vacancies  shall  occur  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly by  death,  resignation  cf  otherwise,  writs  of  election 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Governor  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  16.  JSTo  law  shall  be  passed  to  raise  money  on  the 
credit  of  the  State,  or  to  pledge  the  faith  of  the  State 
directly  or  indirectly  for  the  payment  of  any  debt,  or  to 
impose  any  tax  upon  the  people  of  the  State,  or  to  allow 
the  Counties,  Cities  or  Towns  to  do  so,  unless  the  bill  for 
the  purpose  shall  have  been  read  three  several  times  in  each 
House  of  tlie  General  Assembly,  and  passed  three  several 
readings,  Vv^hich  readings  shall  have  been  on  three  different 
days,  and  agreed  to  by  each  House  respectively,  and  unless 
the  yeas  and  nays  on  the  second  and  third  reading  of  the 
bill  shall  have  been  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Sec  17.  The  General  Assembly  shall  regulate  entails  in 
such  manner  as  to  prevent  perpetuities. 

Sec  18.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  proceed- 
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ings,  which  shall  be  printed  and  made  public  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  xVssembly.

Sec.  5,  The  Governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment of  this  State,  and  he  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
the  General  Assembly  information  of  the  affairs  of  the^

There  shall  also,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be 
measures  devised  by  the  State  for  the  establishment  of  one 
or  more  Orphan  Houses,  where  destitute  orphans  may  be 
cared  for,  educated  and  taught  some  business  or  trade.

Chowan,  Washington,  Gates  and  Polk,  are  hereby  approved, 
and  said  districts,  in  obedience  to  article  seven,  sections 
three  and  four  of  the  constitution,  shall  have  corporate 
powers  and  shall  be  known  as  townships  by  the  boundaries 
and  by  the  names  respectively  designated  in  said  reports  ;

■who  shall  with  the  registrar  be  judges  of  the  election  herein 
ordered  to  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  August  next.

I  regret  tluit  is  impossible  to  i^ive  a  statoiuent  ot  the 
valuation  (if  the  taxable  property  of  the  state.  The  returns 
Jiave  not  all  yet  been  made,  and  1  am  informed  that  the 
eommissioners  of  some  of  the  counties  are  even  now  alter- 
ing the  valuations  made  by  the  assessors.  This  failure  has 
been  caused  by  the  time  ot  the  return  of  taxes  having  been 
extended  to  15th  of  December.  The  valuation  of  property 
from  the  few  returns  made  to  this  otKce  have  been  very 
irregular.  Different  standards  ot'  value  were  adopted,  not 
only  in  different  counties  but  even  in  different  townships 
of  the  same  county.  This  is  not  only  unjust  in  itself  but 
creates  dissatisfaction  among  the  people,  and  therefore 
seriously  hinders  the  administration  of  the  revenue  laws, 
and  should  if  possible  be  corrected.  It  is  impossible  to  lind 
a  perfect  remedy,  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  if  the 
plans  adopted  in  many  western  states  of  having  a  regular 
officer  to  make  the  assessments,  with  a  salary  large  enough 
to  secure  a  first  rate  man,  should  be  put  in  force  here,  the 
business  would  be  better  done  than  in  the  present  blunder- 
ing way.  This  officer  should  report  to  the  ooivnty  commis- 
filoners,  who  should  equalize  the  valuations  ot  the  several 
townships.  They  should  forward  an  abstract  thereof  to  this 
department,  whereupon  a  board,  say  the  governor,  treasurer,, 
auditor  and  secretary  of  state,  should  be  charged  with  the 
dut}'  of  revising  and  equalizing  the  valuations  of  the  coun- 
ties. In  this  way  the  monstrous  inequality  of  one  county 
paying  a  much  larger  sum  to  the  state  than  its  neighbor,  on 
exactl}'  the  same  taxable  property,  may  be  obviated. 


SrECIPSC  TAXES. 


■jpccific  taxes. 


The  specific  or  license  taxes  contained  in  schedules  B  and 
C,  of  the  revenue  act,  are  often  so  onerous  as  to  break  down 
the  vocations  on  which  they  are  imposed.  This  arises  from 
the  lact  that  the  counties  claim  and  exercise  the  right  tO' 
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impose  additional  taxes  on  subjects  which  are  for  state  pur-  siu-ciai  taxc-t^. 
poses  ah'eady  snfnciently  burdened.  In  this  way  great 
injustice  is  sometimes  done.  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  these  taxes  be  revised  and  in  such  cases  lowered — or, 
which  would  be  bettei-,  let  the  counties  be  confined  exclu- 
sively to  taxation  on  real  and  personal  property.  The 
i^eneral  assembly  can  thus  duly  apportion  the  burdens,  and 
not  only  will  much  dissatisfaction  be  averted  but  much 
larger  revenues  be  derived  to  the  public  treasurv. 

The  counties  never  had  the  right  of  specific  taxation 
until  the  late  war,  and  it  is  believed  that  no  hardship  will 
result  from  a  return  to  the  ancient  rule.  It  would  have 
another  efiect.  The  commissioners  having  no  source  of 
income  except  from  real  and  personal  property,  will  be 
much  more  careful  that  the  valuations  are  made  by  the 
assessors,  with  due  regard  to  the  actual  worth  of  tlie 
property. 

There  are  other  objections  to  giving  the  counties  power 
to  levy  license  taxes.  There  is  often  great  confusion  as  to 
what  is  the  real  tax.  Parties  desirous  of  engaging  in  busi- 
ness, especially  those  from  abroad,  are  often  deceived  as  to 
tlie  amount  necessary  to  be  paid,  because  no  publication, 
being  made  of  the  county  levies  it  is  naturally  supposed 
(and  the  words  of  the  law  apparently  warrant  the  supposi- 
tion) that  the  printed  law  contains  the  full  demand  of  the 
revenue  collector.  Again,  there  is  much  more  opportunity 
for  dishonest  oflicers  to  conceal  the  total  amount  of  their 
receipts.  There  is  ahnost  no  check  from  public  opinion, 
because  the  public  do  not  know  what  has  been  done  in  tlie 
matter,  nor  what  the  officer  ouglit  to  collect. 

TAXES   ox    PUKCHASES,    SALES,    &C. 

Much  confusion  has  resulted  from  the  requirement  that  Taxes oupurchaeei, 
merchants  and  other  dealers  shall  pay  license  tax  on  the  *'^''''''  **^' 
estimated  amount  of  future  purchases.     For   very  many 
years  they  paid  on  their  ^p«is^  j-^w/r/ia.se^s',  and  I  do  not  tliink 
the  change  has  worked  well.     It  is  often  impossible  for  a

what  Ins  luture  dealings  will  be.  Jt  is  true  provision  is 
made  for  making  a  sworn  statement  of  actual  purchases 
t«.)ur  times  a  year.  But  this  frequency  of  returns  is  not 
suited  to  our  people — living  as  they  do  in  a  thinly  settled 
country,  often  at  a  long  distance  from  the  sheriff 's  office — 
and  so  many  varied  duties  are  thrown  on  these  officers,  tluit 
it  is  hardly  possible  for  them  to  make  personal  demands 
for  such  returns.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  original 
estimate,  probably  a  mere  (jices-s,  widely  under  the  mark, 
will  not  be  changed. 

The  confusion  is  worse,  because  there  was  no  change 
made  in  the  mode  of  taxation  ot  the  purchases  made  by 
li<jUor  dealers  and  others  taxed  on  their  purchases,  receipts, 
ike.  No  machinery  was  provided  for  estimating  future 
purchases  by  any  but  "  merchants  and  other  dealers,''  taxed 
onc-tifth  of  one  per  cent.  They  all  should  pay  in  the  same 
manner,  or  else  great  loss  to  the  revenue  will  certainly 
ensue. 

If  we  return  to  the  old  mode  of  taxing  merchants,  some 
will  probably  complain  that  they,  having  to  pay  on  pur- 
chases prior  to  April  Lst,  1870,  will  be  called  on  for  two 
taxes  on  the  same  transaction.  The  reverse  of  this  com- 
plaint was  made  by  sheriffs  last  spring,  they  alleging  that 
by  the  new  method  of  estimating  future  ))urchases,  the 
merchants  wrongly  escaped  taxation  on  purchases  for  the 
year  prior  to  April  1st,  1SH1».  Both  objections  are  founded 
on  a  mistake  in  the  object  of  the  lav/.  The  levy  is  a  license 
tax,  i.  e.,  for  the  privilege  of  doing  business  as  traders. 
The  amount  of  this  license  tax  is  not  the  same  for  each 
trader,  but  varies  according  to  their  supposed  ability  to 
pay,  and  tlie  magnitude  of  their  business.  Whether  this 
amount  is  founded  on  past  ov  future  passages,  the  trader 
pays  onlij  one  tcu,  and  has  no  right  to  complain. 

EXEMPTIONS. 

The  general  assembly  lias  power  to  exempt  certain  S[)eci- 
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tied  articles,  t!ie  clause  of  the  constitution  m  this  regard  Kxcminionr'. 
being  as  follows :  "  Propertj'  belonging  to  the  state,  or  to 
municipal  corporations,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.  Tiie 
general  assembly  may  exempt  cemetaries,  and  proj^erty  held 
for  educational,  scientific,  literary,  charitable  or  religious 
])urposes  ;  also  wearing  apparel,  arms  for  muster,  liousehold 
and  kitchen  furniture,  the  mechanical  and  agricultural 
implements  of  mechanics  and  larmers,  libraries  and  scien- 
tific instruments,  to  a  value  Tiot  exceeding  throe  hundi'cd 
dollars.'" 

"^'our  honorable  body  t^xcrcised  this  power  to  the  extent 
'if  ^2<>U.  I  feel  bound  to  report  that  in  my  opinion  tlie 
•  •harital)le  intent  of  the  legislature  has  generally  failed  to 
accomplish  its  obje(;t,  while  it  has  lost  large  sums  to  the 
treasury. 

Poor  men  have  so  small  an  am»junt  of  the  exempted 
articles  that  their  relief  is  (juite  too  inconsiderable.  I'lit 
very  many  men  have  under  this  $2(HI  exemption  law,  lieen 
relieved  tt)  the  extent  of  !j<o<t(>  or  )?l,n(Mt.  I  fimdy  l)elieve 
tliat  it  would  be  best  either  to  have  no  exemption  at  all,  or 
be  reduced  to  ;?5(i.  Thus  the  rule  >vijuld  more  universally 
apply,  "each  nuin  pay  according  to  what  he  is  worth,"  l»e 
it  much  or  be  it  little.  AVlienever  this  rule  is  departed 
from,  under  the  i)lea  of  relieving  the  }>oor  man,  a  wide  door 
is  o])ened  to  intentional  and  unintentional  defrauding  tlie 
j'evenue. 

i-AKM    I'UODICTS. 

Tile  'piestion  was  very  much  agitated  anujng  the  ]»eo])lc  K.mm  i^ro.iur-^. 
whether  farm  products,  provisions,  A'c.,  are  to  be  taxed. 
The  state  treasurer's  instructions  on  this  subject  were  dis- 
regarded in  some  counties,  when  the  constitution  ex))ressly 
comijuuids  the  general  assembly  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  "  real 
and  personal  property  in  the  state  according  to  ils  true, 
value  in  money,"  and  when  the  only  exemptions  are  spe(ii- 
i\(i(\,  farm  products  not  being  iix-lndcd  in  this  list,  it  seems 
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difficult  to  av(.;.l  tliC-  conclusion  tlwit  they  cannot  be 
exempted. 

Tlie  genei'al  aspenil)ly  may,  it'  they  ciioose,  levy  a  tax  on 
inco'itiec.  If  tlicy  di<,  they  must  not  inehule  a?  part  oi  the 
income  pi'i'tit?  derived  from  property  taxed.  Farm  ]>i'i)ducts 
sire  not  liable  t<.)  the  income  tax,  Imt  they  are  Xv  the  pro- 
perty tax.  This  is  my  nnderstandinn;  of  the  constitution 
nnd  of  tlic  act  uf  tlie  assembly  passed  in  pursuance  thereof, 
and  unless  directed  otlierwise  by  your  iionorable  body,  I 
will  so  instruct  the  revenue  officers. 

The  outcry  a*>-ainst  this  construction  of  the  constitution 
arises  from  the  persistent  eli'ort  of  men  to  avoid  paying  in 
proportion  to  what  they  are  worth. 

If  tlie  (xeneral  Asembly  should  yield  to  this  clamor, 
there  w(»uld  l»e  no  stoppage  ot  it.  For  example,  it  is 
impossible  to  find  any  plausible  ground  for  exempting  pro- 
visions. A:  c,  of  mecluinics  and  others  who  have  no  farms. 
They  would  justly  complain  of  tlie  discrimination.  We 
launch  into  unkr.own  troul>les  whe:;  we  depart  from  the 
letter  of  tlu'  constitution. 

INSIRANOK  COMPANIES. 


lusiiraTicc  cf'iiii* 


1  respectfully  recommend  either  that  the  tax  on  Insur- 
ranee  Companies  incorporated  out  of  the  State  shall  be 
diminished,  or  else  that  they  be  withdrawn  from  county 
taxation.  The  present,  with  county  taxes  added,  is  oppres- 
sive and  has  driven  some  good  companies  from  the  State.

As  said  above,  all  the  counties  of  the  State  have  not  yet 
7nade  returns  ot  their  abstracts  to  this  department,  while 
still  fewer  returns  of  unlisted  taxables  have  been  made. 
Twenty-two  counties  taken  at  random,  give  poll  taxes 
|l8t^,l:rl,  other  listed  taxable^  $l.'3,0Sf>  tor  general  purposes, 
not  including  special  taxes  f(»r  railroad  purposes.  If  these 
are  average   cc'urities,  these  figures  would  indicate  about 
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^15<H,MMi  poll  taxes,  and  §550,000  taxes  from  listed  taxa-  Estimated itcome 
bles.  Conntii\2;  listed  and  unlisted  taxables,  I  think  the 
revenue  from  both  sources  will  be  about  $750,000  to 
$800,000.  On  the  same  principle  the  special  taxes  will  be 
about  $600,000.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  above 
indicated  22  counties  are  somewhat  above  the  average.
